This accounts for the phe- 
nomena of spring in northern countries, where 
the plants are no socner released from their 
covering of enow, than they burst euddenly 
into strength and beauty, and this although 
the temperature of the region during winter 
was many degrees below zero 
Hail is supposed to be formed from the sud- 
den congelation of rain-irope, but, unlike 
snow, it is found in all the other seasons as 
well as winter, and we have already had oc- 
casion to describe it 
Connected by contrast with the subject of 
congelation is the process so familiar in win- 
ter of boiling water, and between the two 
there are some curious analogies. Cold freezes 
the surface of & pond, and water being a bad 
conductor of cold, the ice thus formed keeps 
the rest of the water comparatively warm 
For the same reason beat will cause the eur- 
face of water to boil, while the rest of the 
iquid remains perfectly cold.

The whole theory of a wise condust in this
